WASHINGTON, July 11—(UP)—Acting Secretary of 


State William R. Castle, in a statement issued from Presi- 
dent Hoover's Rapidan mountain camp tonight, said that 
Mr. Hoover "has not exchanged any message of any kind 
with Germany today." 


BERLIN, July 12—(Sunday)—(U. 


P.)—The German cabinet, wrest- 
ling for hours during the night with 
the critical debt problem, decided 
today to refuse 
the French de- 
mands for political guarantees in 
return for an internal loan to Ger- 
many. 


A declaration by Germany of a 
moratorium on all private debts

States ambassador, cabled to Wash- 
ington an appeal to the Federal 
Reserve bank for aid, expressing the 
view of the Wilhelmstrasce that a 
financial collapse is inevitable un- 
less credit is granted immediately 
Unless the Federal Reserve bank 
revises its attitude and agrees to 
participate in international credit, 
regardless of the French partici- 
pation, Germany warned that mo- 
mentuous events are imminent, the 
most sensational of which would 
be a moratorium 
on all private

INDEPENDENT OIL 
WELLS WILL BE 
CLOSED KANSAS 


For Crude Product. 


Over 20,000 to Be Shut 
Down; 30,000 Men are 
Thrown Out of Work. 
WICHITA, KiS., July 11—(INS) 


—Recognition by President Hoover 
of the plight of the oil industry 
will be sought as a result of the 
decision today of some 400 inde- 
pendent producers and operators 
of Kansas to completely shut down 
all their wells, In the most drastic 
gesture 
against 
low marketing 
prices in the history of the state. 
In the largest oil gathering ever 
assembled in Kansas, the inde- 
pendent 
producers 
unamimously 


voted that the president take cog- 
nizance of what they termed a 
"ruinously 
low and 
confiscatory 
price" now being paid by major 
purchasers in the 
mid-continent 


area. 
The oil men voted their belief 
that an expression from the presi- 
dent, recognizing their stress and 
urging corrective measures, would 
be a boon to the industry. 
It was further resolved that, in 
the opinion of the oil men, the 
fifth clause of the Genevr. treaty 
exempts the president from any re- 
striction in declaring an emergency 
embargo on foreign oil, which they 
claim is the basic ill of the marks*. 


WICHITA, Kas., July 11—(INS)

er price for crude oil, was voted at 
at meeting of 300 independent pro- 
ducers and operators here today. 
Approximately 30,000 men will be 
thrown out of employment by the 
action which resulted from

posting of a new low level price by 
major purchasers a few days ago. 
More than 20,000 wells with 
a 
daily production of approximately 
60 000 barrels will be shut down im- 
mediately under the agreement. 
Would Call Congress. 
The decision to close the wells 
climaxed an afternoon of discussions 
on ways and means to stabilize the 
independent oil industry, including 
suggestions fcr calling special ses- 
sions of congress and the 
state 
legislature to map oui regulatory 
measures 
Creation of a central marketing 
system, similar to that used in Cal- 
ifornia, for the purpose of handling 
all Kansas oil, doing away with the 
premiums to some producers 
and 
cuts to others, also was discussed. 
Thurman Hill, member of 
the 
state public 
service 
commission, 
charged with administration of the 
state proration law, heatedly con- 
demned the actiqn, of the 
major 
purchasers in posting the new low 
prices, asserting "the ruthless tact- 
ics of major companies have 
put 
the independent oil industry into 
bankruptcy." 
Ready To Call legislature. 
Hill said Governor Harry Wood- 
ring is leady to call a special ses- 
sion of the state leglislature in ord- 
er to bring 
about possible relief. 
However, such action would depend 
on other oil producing states and 
President Hoover taking steps to aid 
the situation, he said. 
The decision to completely shut 


down the wolls was considered the 
most drastic in the annals of the 
oil industry. 
No major producers are included 
in the shutdown decision. 


Oklahoma Wells Closed. 
OKLAHOMA CITY, July 11— 


(INS)—Leaders in the oil industry 
were watching with interest tonight 
whatever action Gov. W. H. Murray 
may take on the- appeal of oil pro- 
ducers of the state for a complete 
shutdown of all wells in Oklahoma, 
following a decision at Wichita to- 
day of independent producers to 
close their wells until the price of 
crude oil reaches a higher level. 
Having declared he had power to 
order a sh'-tdov/n, Governor Mur- 
ray this afternoon said he would 
hesitate to use it until advised by 
the oil states advisory committee 
and the state corporation commis- 
sion of the seriousness of the situ- 
ation. Cicero Murray, chairman of 
the committee, was not In Oklahoma 
City tonight. 


Pending whatever action the gov- 
ernor may 'take, producers con- 
tinued to close their wells today, a 
total of 350 gushers being shut in 
tonight. There are 800 wells in the 
Oklahoma City field. 


The latest of the major compan- 
ies to order a shutdown of its wells 
was the Phillips Petroleum Co.. 
which closed fifty wells in the local 
field today.

Lancaster County Assesment 


Figures Show Dobbin Qaining 


In Value As Compared To Autos 


Old Dobbin, though scorned by 
the mechanically inclined, can still 
lift her head high when her worth 
is compared to a typical specimen 
of the automobile, one of her chief 
competitors. Ten years ago the av- 
erage'horse in Lancaster 
county 
was worth $80.54 and the average 
automobile was valued at $461.38. 
Today the horse is valued at $42.95 
and the car at $193.62. 
Thus the 193X horse is worth 53 
per cent of the valuation given its 
1921 prototype. The automobile to- 
day is worth only 42 per cent as 
much as its predecessor of a decade 
ago.These farts, along with a va- 
riety of others interesting as show- 
ing changing business 
and social 
conditions, are repealed by the an- 
nual abstract drawn up by County 
Assessor Sheffield, released Sunday. 
The abstrac;, which goes to the 
state tax commissioner' office, con- 
tains an itemized list of the various 
kinds of property and their valua- 
tion from which the county taxes 
are derived. 


Number Cars Increase. 
The increasing number of ' used'' 
cars doubtless has much to do with 
the decrease of the average \alue 
of the automobile. In 1921 there- 
were $9.673 cars in the county hav- 
ing a total assessed valuation of 
$4,462,895 Today 23,385 cars share 
a total valuation of $4,527,810. The 
addition of 13,712 cars to be coun- 
ty has increased the total valuation 
only S64.925.

CAPONE'S GANG 


SUSPECTED OF 
MORE KILLINGS 


Three, Possibly Four, 


Murders Laid at Door 
Of Underworld Mob. 


Two Victims Aided Gov- 


ernment Case Against 


Racketeer Czar. 


CHICAGO, July 11—(I. N. S.) — 


Alphonse "Scarf ace" Capone has not 
vet relinquished the throne of gang- 
dom.That was apparent today as au- 
thorities puzzled over the latest 
wave of underworld killings which 
has already exacted a tribute of 
three lives, possibly four, within the 
past seventy-two hours. 


In the execution of three racke- 


teers and the disappearance of a 
fourth police officials candidly per- 
ceived the still potent power of Chi- 
cago's gang king who faces a long 
prison term for violating the prohi- 
bition and income tax laws. He will 
be sentenced on Julv 29. 


Rebelled Against Capone Rule. 
The three latest victims of gang- 


ster vengeance were rebels against 
the authority of "Scarface Al." 


Two of them, Frank Palko and 
Johnny Mundo, had aided the fed- 
eral government's successful case 
against Capone by testifying as to 
the gang leader's liquor activities in 
the suburb of Calumet City. 
But before they had given their 


testimony both Palko and Mundo 
T^ere known to have rebelled against 
Capone's power and to have resisted 
the gang chieftain's efforts to mo- 
nopolize the Calumet field. 
In the rear of his saloon Palko's 


body was found. He had been shot 
through the head several times. 


Mundo died a similar death. His 


body was discovered, sprawled in a 
Calumet thicket. He had been shot 
through the back of the head. 
Palko's saloon, it was said, was 


stocked with liquor bought from 
Mundo in defiance of the Capone 
syndicate. Mundo was an independ- 
ent alcohol dealer and was declared 
to have hijacked Capone liquor 
trucks. 
Concerning these two executions. 


Assistant District Attorney Edward 
A. Fisher today said: 
"I am certain that the Capone 


gang is responsible for these two 
murders. Not only had Palko and 
Mundo broken with the gang, but 
they were also In a position to give 
important information concerning 
the Capone tieup with Calumet City 
politicians." 
The first of the underworld rebels 


to die in the present wave of kill- 
ings was John "Red" Carr, hoodlum 
and racketeer. He was mowed down 
by machine gun bullets as he stood 
on a Chicago street corner. Police 
said he had defied Capone and had 
paid the price. 


Capone Gunman Slain. 
Carr's killing, however, did not go 


unavenged. Less than twenty-four 
hours 'later, police found the body 
of Frank Cahendo, 29, reputed Ca- 
pone gunman. He was shot in the 
back of the head as he sat on a 
rocking chir in his home. 


Meanwhile, authorities attempted 
to locate a fourth opponent of the 
Capone syndicate, Fred Dimensa of 
Gary, Ind., whose abandoned auto- 
mobile was found today at Lansing, 
111., ner the Calumet river. Investi- 
gators conjectured that ho too had 
been "put on the spot" for having 
allied himself with interests con- 
trary to those of the scarfaced gang 
leader. 


Jail Break Plot 
At Chicago Foiled 
CHICAGO, July 11—«. N. S) — 


Thwarting 
of a wholesale prison 


delivery plot was revealed today by 
David "Moncypenny, warden of the 
Cook county jail here. 
The conspiracy involved thirty in- 
mates of the Jail, Warden Money- 
penny announced. It centered 
in 
cell block C-l and was frustrated 
by the removal of all prisoners in 
that block to another section of the 
jail. 
The jail break conspiracy, accord- 
ing to the warden, was first dis- 
covered last Thursday, but was not 
disclosed until this afternoon 
be- 
cause the authorities sought to cap- 
ture outsiders suspected to be in- 
volved. 
Rumors of the plot first reached 
Warden Moneypcnney's ears about 
three weeks ago, he said today. At 
that time he began to keep a close 
watch on the inmates of cell block 
C-l.When the warden finally decided 
to break up the plot he searched all 
the prisoners and moved the oc- 
cupants of C-l to another block. 
Four saws were discovered in the 
cell of a 20-year-old robber. They 
were concealed on the sill above the 
rolling door. Wrapped in a news- 
paper, six additional saws were also 
found in the kitchen of the cell 
block. 
Searchers also discovered on the 
metal icar wall of the cell block's 
shower room the scratched outline 
of a two-foot square space.

KANSAS WHEAT 
BREAKS RECORD 


Crop of 200 Million 
Bushels Largest Ever; 


Price Disappointing. 


TOPEKA, Kas , July 11— (UPl — 


All records for wheat production in 
Kansas have been shatteied by the 
1931 
crop of more than 200,000,000 


bushels, the board of agriculture 
and government bureau of crop 
economies reported today. 
With the harvest drawing to a 


close, the authorities estimated the 
yield would far exceed early season 
predictions. But for a few scattered 
sections, the harvest is turning out 
better than was anticipated. 


The July estimate of production 


is 
200,986~000 bushels 
of winter 


wheat. Revised estimates 
of the 


1930 crop set the yield at 166.185.000 
bushels. The state's former high 
mark was 181,000.000 bushels in 1914. 


Record Low Price. 


Concurrent with the report came 


a statement from W. A. Atchison of 
the state board of agriculture that 
"it can be regretfully said that 
prices now being pid fc 1331 wheat 
are the lowest recorded since Kan- 
sas was admitted to the union " 
"Yields generally have turned out 
better than expected a mon'h ago." 
J C. Mohler, secretary of f e state 
board, said in making his estimate. 
''Especially is this true in the south- . 
em half of the state. The average 
yield is sixteen bushels to the acre. 
The high June temperature came 
too late to cause much imu:y. The 
weights have been unusually high." 


Bumper Corn Crop. 


An increase also was indicated in 
the prospective corn yield total. 
Last vear the state's crop was 82.- 
908.000 bushels, while the 1931 esti- 
mate is 129.344.000 bushels. Weather 
conditions in July and August may 
materially chanm the figures, how- 
ever, it was pointed out. 


The oats crop was set at 6.000.000 


bushels m excess cf last year. With 
an average of twenty -nine bushels 
an acre and 20 per cent increase in 
acreage, the production was esti- 
mated at 46,168,000 bushels. Oats 
were planted mostly under favor- 
able conditions and mateured before 
high temperatures taused 
much 


damage.

families at a single dinner, have 
been removed from

1,500,000 fish as a starter on the 
commission's program of an annual 
production of five million fish.

Platte to be stocked in, smaller 
streams.

and a "commissioner"—andj the 
fifth, public welfare, has no head 
at the present time, being some- 
what "shot to pieces" in .the gov- 
ernor's'reorganizaUon program. 


State Engineer Roy Cdchran, 


otherwise secretary of public works, 
is a hoMover from the Weaver and 
McMuUen regimes and from the 
first Bryan administration. While 
Governbr Bryan did not formally 
reappoint him and submit his name 
to the legislature for confirmation, 
the law provides tfcat a code secre- 
tary shall hold his place until 
superseded by executive order. Ap- 
parently. Cochran Is a fixture in this 
administration 
and retains his 
former status ao a code secretary. 
His salary remains unchanged at 
S7.500 a year. 
The other full-fledged secretary 
is E. H. Luikart, whom Bryan named 
to that position last week. Before 
that Luikart was functioning under 
the title of "deputy secretary." He

Hearing on Plea for 15 


Per Cent Rate Boost 


Starts This Week. 


Commerce Commission 


Report Shows Lowest 
Revenues of Decade. 
WASHINGTON, July 11—(UP)S— 


An announcement of statistics plac- 
ing the value of the nation's rail- 
roads at $24,078,000,000 today com- 
pleted the preparations of the in- 
terstate commerce commission for 
the beginning next week of hear j 
ings on the carriers' petition for a 
15 per cent freight rate increase. 


The statistics were made public 


by the commission with the expla- 
nation that they might be of serv- 
ice in consideration 
of the rail- 
roads' plea. The data probably will 
be introduced as an exhibit when 
the hearings begin next Wednesday. 


Without any attempt at inter- 


pretation or summation, the com- 
mission presented figures showing 
decreased railroad revenues which 
dipped to the lowest level of the 
decade. 
Net income, the number 


of workers employed, operating ex- 
penses and amounts of dividends all 
showed sharp decreases from the 
boom year of 1929. 


The valuation of 
$24,078,000,000 


was for class 1 railroads and in- 
cluded 
working capital. 
Without 


working capital, the valuation for 
1930 was placed "at 
$23,518,000,000 


The 
commission's own tentative 


final values used for rate making 
purposes and adjusted from annual 
reports of the roads was $21,172,- 
000,000 for December 31, 1929. 


Big Drop in Revenues. 
These reports have shown the 


trend of reduced employment and 
decreased income which the com- 
mission put together in one com- 
pilation. 
The figures showed that 


for the first five months of 1931, 
the net railway operating income 
of the roads was $188,387,589 as com- 
pared with $308,216,627 for the cor- 
responding period of 1930. 
For the entire year of 1930 the 


net income was 
$885,011,325, or 


$868,878,773 if 
switching and ter- 
minal companies are excluded. The 
former figure was a drop from $1,- 
274,595,403 in the peak year of 1929. 


The amount of dividends declared 


by all steam railroads increased 
from $331.100,000 in 1929 to $560,- 
900,000 in 1929 and dropped to $506,- 
600,000 in 1930. 
The interstate commerce commis- 


sion put the railroad rate plea 
ahead of other pending business. 
Opposition to the petition will be 
heard August 31.

Proper Care of Car Pays Big- 


Dividends. 


No matter how expensive a car 


may be, the efficiency of its oper- 
ation, its upkeep cost and lasting 
qualities are dependent, in large 
measure, on the care it gets. At 
least twice each year every car in 
operation should have a general 
overhauling. The carburetor should 
be adjusted, the gasoline feed lines 
should be "blown out" and sedi- 
ment drained from the vacuum 
tank, 
the 
radiator 
should 
bfi 
drained and filled with the proper 
fluid, the oil reservoir, transmis- 
sion 
and 
differential 
drained, 


flushed and replenished, the mo-

Every 10,000 miles brakes should be 
relined, and they should be in-

The car 
manufacturer's 
recommendation to frequency of 
greasing or oiling should be fol- 
lowed closely, and differential and 
transmission not overlooked. Many 
of the heaviest repair bills are due 
to neglect of these vital parts.

The weight of the car is ma- 
terially reduced if the jack is set 
as near the end of the axle as 
possible. 


Because high compression engines 
are harder to cool, the radiator 
should be drained and flushed at 
least once a month.

TO STUDY 


Institute at University 


[Will Be Directed by 


Lillian Johnson. 


The sixth social work Institute 
will be held at the University of 
Nebraska July 27 to August 8, un- 
der the direction of Miss Lillian 
Johnson, director of the children's 
aid service of Omaha, according to 
an announcement today by Dr. 
Hattie Plum Williams, professor of 
sociology. 


Study this year will deal primar- 
ily with the new county unit clan 
for public "welfare, 
authorized by 
the legislature this year under S 
F. 46, which became effective July 
1. The law will be explained in de- 
tail, with special emphasis on the 
way in which it can be made to 
function in the various counties to 
take care of the delinquent, de- 
fective and dependent people. 
"In order that f ich, county may 
avail Itself of the opportunities re- 
cently made possible by the new 
measure, organizations interested in 
the unit plan for social welfare 
work should see that they are rep- 
resented by at least one member 
at the institute." declared Dr. Wil- 
liams. "Such persons should be se- 
lected who would, if appointed, be 
able to act on county welfare 
boards when organized." 
Miss Johnson. »fonner director of 
the state bureau of child welfare, 
is a graduate of the University of 
Minnesota and received her case 
work training in the family wel- 
fare society in, Minneapolis. At the 
time of her appointment by Gover- 
nor Weaver as director of the 
bureau of child welfare sJe was 
doing graduate work at tbo TJni- 
versiyt of Chicago. 
In addition to the county unit 


plan, various phases of social case 
work will be studied during the 
two 
week 
period. The 
special 


course, which was attended by 
twenty-seven persons last summer, 
may be taken witli or without col- 
lege credit The class will meet 
from 10 to 12 o'clock each morning 
and from 8 to 9 in the evenings.

"Wheels Need Watching.

Do not 
be afraid of an explosion. There 
will not be any. Get as near to the 
blaze as possible without being 
burned. Water is not much good 
in extinguishing burning oil or 
gasoline. Sand or salt will put out 
such a blaze better than water. 
One of the best things to use in 
case of fire is the carbon tetra- 
chloride compound which is the 
basis of the liquid extinguishers on 
the market, but it is much better 
to use this compound through the 
medium of an exmguisher, and 
the expense is not much greater.

over an area that Will include the 
track and field at the Coliseum, 
rowing at Long Beach, yachting at 
San Pedro, polo at Riviera and box- 
ing at the Olympic auditorium, as 
well as other branches at their 
various sites, will be decided m this 
shortt period.

Each sport is governed by its in-

NEW YORK, July 11—Max Schmeling was .packing 


hurriedly in his New York hotel to get away to Germany 
that night. It was three days after the fight with Stribling 
that clinched his right to be called champion of all the world. 
Max is very obliging. He stopped packing long enough to 
be interviewed. 


Anxious See His Mother. 
"Yes, I'm in a hurry to get home," 
he sa,id, "I want to see my mother. 
I shall stay home a short time and 
then return to New York to fight 
again in September. 
"Are you going to fight Camera? ' 
I ask?d. Leon See had told me in 
Cleveland that he'd bet 10 to one 
the winner of the Stribling fight 
would let his 
$25,000 forfeit go 
rather than risk the title against 
the Italian mammoth. 
"Camera, 
Sharkey, Walker or 


anyone they want me to fight," 
said Max. "To me it makes no dif- 
ference." 
"Have you seen Camera fight?" 
"Oh yes." 
"Do you consider him dangerous? ' 


Not Choosing Opponents. 


Schmeling flashed a swift smile, 


paused, and said: "He is all right." 
"That's the diplomatic answer for 


you to make," I said. "Would you 
prefer 
Camera 


c-thers?"

"I light the man they want me 
to fight," said Max. "Any one they 
tell mo to fight. I do not choose." 
'•Just now I am not thinking 


whether it will be Camera or some 
one else. I am a little—what do 
you say?—homesick. I want to see 
my mother. She has not been very 
well since she broke her arm. That 
was six months ago, in the winter. 
She was crossing the street and a 
taxi came toward her. She tried 
to step out of the way quickly. The 
ground was wet—not ice—mud. She 
slipped and fell and broke her arm 
in five places. It was very fortu- 
nate the taxi did not hit her. She 
is not well, so I go home quickly." 


Silences His Critics. 


•!Maybe you'd like to visit your 
golf club, where they have put up 
the picture of you and Bobbie Jones 
over the fireplace," I suggested. 


Max grinned. 
"Yes, I want to meet my friends 


and show them how I have im- 
proved in golf, too," he said. "I am 
very happy to go home, now that 
every one thinks well of me. I have 
had a very bad year since 
the 


Sharkcy fight. I had no credit for 
winning the championship. It was 
very sad for me. 
There was so 


much criticism. I was blamed for 
winning on a foul. I could not help 
that. But now it is all right. Do 
you think I fought well against 
Stribling?" 
Just Like a Champion. 
"Like a champion," I said. "Your 
put up a perfect fight. You didn't 
show much, except good condition, 
in the training, but in the ring you 
were O. K. After this I think I'll 
dcdge the training bouts and figure 
you the way you fight in the ring." 
"In the ring is different," agreed 
Schmeling. 


It certainly Is with this champ. In 
training he is a studious, patient 
plodder, easy to hit. In a fight he 
is hard to hit, and he always goes 
forward. He is always pressing. He 
was the hardest kind of a 
fighter 


for Stribling to meet. Strib 
likes 
them standing still or trying to get 
away. 


"Were you hurt at all in the 
fight?" I asked. 


Stribling's Trick Punch. 


"No," said Max, "except once. In 
the first round he stuck his thumb 
into my left eye, like this (showing 
a closed fist with the thumb stick- 
ing straight out.) It was fortunate 
for me I turned my head down a 
Httle so the thumb struck me on 
the eyebrow first and only pressed 
on the corner of the eye. Even so, 
it hurt me so I could not see with 
my left eye fcr three or four rounds. 
"It is bad for a fighter not to see 
with his left eye. I sopke of it to 
Jacobs after the round. He said: 
'Say nothing, but don't let him do 
it again.' So after that when I saw 
his left hand coming I -ducked my 
head down a little to take it on my 
forehead so there could be no acci- 
dents. It is not so good to stick out 
your thumb against a hard forehead 
like mine. 


"Max leaned back in his chair and 
laughed. 


"But he foucht a very nice fight." 
Max said. "He hit me some nice 


punches. Not so many, but enough. 
I start 
slowly and when. I am 
started I go faster. That is the way 
I fight. I knew what to e;:pect 
when we had boxed a Httle, and I 
blocked most of them with 
my 


glove. 
"Ach, yes, there was one time he 
hit me a good one. I twos a. very 
hard uppercut. I blocked, like this, 
and my hand came up, so, but a 
little too far. My wrist -was near 
my chin, instead of the glove. His 
uppercut struck my wrist, like this, 
and drove it up against my chin, 
hard. That was the hardest punch 
I felt, with my own wrist. It would 
have been funny if he made me 
kncck myself out^yes? But I did 
not block wrong again." 


Striblinp Good Boxer. 


"Stribling is a very good boxer. 


Many times I tried to put the blow 
over to knock him out. Always just 
as I had the opening he moved his 
head, three or four inches, and I 
could not hit him right." 


You hit him right in the 
dif- 
teenth," I said, '''but it seemed to me 
after he got up and the next punch 
knocked his mouthguard loose and 
he was staggering around you let up 
a little." 
"I wanted to finish it," said Max, 
"but he was so very game I felt 
sorry for him. It is all right to hurt 
a man who is trying to hurt me, 
but I do not like to hit a man who 
cannot fight any more. J. was very 
?lad when Mr. Blake stopped it. 
He is a good referee." 


Jacobs Takes His Turn. 


Joe Jacobs said: 
"Max will take a short rest. The 
ocean trip will be good for him. He 
trained a long time fcr Stribling. A 
couple of months from now he'll 
only neea two weeks of training for 
the next fight. He always keeps in 
shape. He'll be back ready to fight 
any of them. From now on we're 
going to let him go!" 


McCarney said: 
"I told you Max was smart. He's 
the smartest fighter I ever handled. 
He plans his own fights and 
he 
planned this one with Stribling just 
the way he planned his fights with 
Paolino and Sharkey. He lays his 
fight out in the ring, after it starts. 
He studies bow the other fellow 
hits, knows just how to block his 
punches, and then goes after him." 
Drive and More Drive. 
"When he starts driving 'em, he 


doesn't let them stop to fight. Strib- 
ling could have put up a gre-at fight 
if Max had boxed along with him, 
but he never could do his 
best 


against a driver. There are few that 


Max came around again. 
"We must have a game of golf 
when I come back," he said. "You 
will see, I will be playing better— 
—much better." 
Funny, I have a suspicion Max 


would rather win a golf game than 
a fight. He talks a lot more about 
golf, anyway.

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Landscaping Necessary to Complete Home Modernizing 


Shrubbery and Lawn 


Sets Off The House 


PLAN YOUR HOME SCENIC EFFECTS 


Often the beauty of a home is 


enhanced to a marked extent by 
proper landscaping. The-house, at- 
tractive enough with its modern 
lines, takes on a new appal when 
virtus flowers and shrubbery are 
planted and trained. 


Moderizafion includes landscaping 


and emphasis should be placed on 
this statement. The home is up to 
date- only when lawns have been 
planted and shrubbery set out. Oth- 
erwise the residence is raw and un- 
finished. 


The mere fact that a house is 


surrounded by an (attractive lawn 
often leads the average person to 
believe that the home-owner has 
taken complete steps to make his 
property 
modern. The 
lawn is 


really the first step in the plan. 


Landscaping Improves Property. 
The illustrations on this page 


show interesting before and after 
views. The lawn in the lower pic- 
ture is most attractive. The grass 
is well cared for, being trimmed and 
neat. 


Yet what a difference resulted 


when shrubbery was set out and 
allowed to grow. Three years had 
elapsed when the top illustration 
was taken. 


During that interval shrubbery 


had been set along the edge of the 
lawn bordering the public sidewalk. 
Another strip of shrubbery was 
planted near the foundations of the 
building and a tree set out m the 
front lawn in a spot calculated to 
give shade a few years hence. 


Exterior Remains Unchanged. 
The exterior of the house re- 


mains unchanged with the exception 
of adding the gay awnings which, 
protect the windows on the south 
the west elevations. Yet the differ- 
'ence in appearance is remarkable. 
One view is bare and incomplete, the 
other inviting. 
No matter how 


effective the lines of the house or 
how attractive the interior, a hos- 
pitable, homey effect is secured by 
the use of shrubbery and flowers. 


Architects Realize ^Importance of 


Landscaping. 


Many architects when planning 


the design of a home insist on land- 
scaping the grounds at the same 
time. They know that the effec- 
tiveness of the exterior depends 
largely on the surroundings and 
that full justice to the original idea 
can only be secured when the lawns 
are properly, handled. 


The home garden is usually divid- 


ed into lawn, flowers and vegetable 
gardens, and service yard. 


The flower garden should be laid 


out so that it will be enjoyed from 
the windows of the house. The 
vegetable garden should be located 
at the back of the lot as it is strict- 
ly a utilitarian project. Often the 
two are divided by hedges or a lat- 
tice fence, over which vines can 
grow. 


Lawns Essential to Home. 


Well cared for lawns are essen- 


tial if the house be properly set off. 
The lawns should be as spacious as 
possible and should not be cut up 
byshrubery or flower beds, as these 
limit the sweep of the lawn. 


Flowers and shrubbery are usually 


placed along the edge of the lawn 
or massed near the house. Often a 
low privet hedge grows next to the 
sidewalk, at the corners masses of 
flowers being placed to break the 
positive direction of line. 


Get Advice on Landscaping-. 


The yard should be landscaped 


according to a definite plan. This 
should be worked out before the 
lawns and shrubbery are set oue, 
but often fhen modernizing it is 
necessary to take the lawn as it 
stands and make the needed im- 
provements. 


The home owner who is not'ex- 


perienced with flowsrs or shrub- 
bery needs the advice of competent 
landscape artists. The landscaping 
of a plot of ground is an important 
factor in the final appearance of the 
home and it is always wise to seek 
the services of men who know and 
who can visualize the final result. 


AUTOMOBILES ARE 
MAKING THE FRONT 
PORCHES OBSOLETE 


Back in the horse and buggy days 


the front porch was a favorite spot 
with the coming of the automobile 
the family prefer to take a long 
ride in their car when endeavoring 
to keep cool and comfortable.

Many 
families when remodeling the hotfse 
now specify a small stoop whicfi 
protects the doorway during incle- 
ment weather.

In Decorative Appeal 


FRENCH PANELING IS VERY POPULAR 


Just at the present time there 


seems to be a revival in the use of 
paneled walls when finishing the 
interior of the house. 


Paneled walls have long been held 


to be suitable only for the residence 
of the man of wealth. The price 
of panels was the determining fac- 
tor in days gone by. Since the cost 
of paneling was hish, their use was 
evidence of wealth. 


Today improved methods have 


lowered costs. The newer kinds of 
panels and different ways of achiev- 
ing: the paneled effect have placed 
such walls within the reach of all. 


Whereas the walls of the resi- 


dence of gone-by days were finished 
in painted and stained woods, today 
wall board and plaster board may 
be used. The French paneling with 
its one or more tones may be ap- 
plied over plaster or cam as, wall

Flying Ants Endanger 


Woodwork of the House 


The foundation of a building, 


when made of wood, should always 
on the ground. There are over forty 
rest on brick or concrete and never 
species of termites in the United 
States and these winged ants oftn 
destroy the wooden framework and 
floors of buildings if they are al- 
lowed to enter. 
- 


Termites, like the white ants of 


Africa, live on cellulose found in 
wood, living or dead vegetation, 
paper cloth, etc. They burrow in 
the ground. When food' is found 
as in buildings they tunnel up 
through it. often reaching as high 
as the sixth floor. 


Since they are tunneling insects, 
their presence is -often hidden until 
they have greatly damaged the 
building. The only permanent cure 
is to entirely replace the damaged 
woodwork and establish preventative 
means by "insulating" the wood- 
work from contact with the ground. 


It can be accomplished by the use 


of stone or concrete foundations and 
with the lower flooring and founda- 


tions impragnated with coal tar 
creosote. 


Termites need moisture to survive. 
Insulating the 
woodwork causes 


them to die out. Complete insula- 
tion of all untreated wood work 
from the ground is the only effec- 
tive 
method of preventing' the 


ravages of termites jn. buildings m 
the United States. 


USE ROSE LADDERS 
TO TRAIN THE VINES 


Along the side of your house you 


can build a simple trellis so that 
when growing roses and other vines 
you can train them to grow up to 
make a graceful, decorative effect. 


Rose ladders 
are 
easily con- 


structed or may be purchased from, 
manufacturers. 
They should har- 


monize with your home and may be 
painted in keeping with the rest of 
the house.

French Paneling Popular. 


The French panel is simply a 


painted background with mouldings 
applied in pleasing rectangles.

COURT DECISION 


Hearing Monday To Be 


Last Move in Bank 


Controversy. 


Receivership Transfers 


Will Be Considered 


By Two Judges. 


Clarence G. Bliss, former head of 


the, state commerce department and 
still nominal receiver for about 160 
failed state banks, declared Satur- 
day that he does not care to pro- 
long the legal fight for retention of 
these receiverships, in view of the 
court action already taken in three 
different judicial districts directing 
him to transfer 37 other banks to 
the hands of E. H. Luikart. follow- 
ing the latter's appointment as sec- 
retary of trade and commerce by 
Governor Bryan. 


Bliss expects to attend the hear- 
ing Monday before Judges Speare 
and Lightner at Fremont on the 
application of attorneys for Gover- 
nor Bryan and Secretary Luikart 
for the transfer of 20 more banks 
in the sixth judicial district, but un- 
less ft different outcome is reached 
in that proceeding tlian in those al- 
ready heard he will offer no further 
resistance and will let the tail go 
with the hide, so far as the rest of 
the state is concerned. 
In the Fremont hearing, all phases 


of the Bliss-Bryan controversy will 
be presented, and the decision there j 
will practically settle all issues In 
dispute, thus serving as a test case 
for the entire state. This is the first 
time both sides will have been beard 


before the issuance of an order re- 
quiring Bliss to turn the receiver- 
ships over to Bryan's appointee. 


Before relinquishing any of the 


receiverships, Mr. Bliss indicated, he 
wants to be formally , relieved of 
further liability on the- surety bonds 
he has given. 


Not Speaking for Others. 


The former secretary said he was 


speaking only for himself relative to 
the receivership transfers and could 
not say what would be the attitude 
of R. O. Brownell of Schuyler, Henry 
Peterson of Chappell, and George I. 
Parker of Norfolk, receivers 
for 


about 50 other banks. 


These receiverships were estab- 


lished by the courts prior to 1929 
when the old guaranty fund com- 
mission had charge of all insolvent 
banks. The three men named were 
members of the commission. 


" As long as the applications for 


transfer are entered and handled in 
i regular manner," 
Bliss 
said. 


'There's nothing to do but await 
the action of the court. 


"As Mr. Sorensen pointed out yes- 


terday. I'm merely an arm of the 
court in these matters." 


Bliss said he had "been doing 


nothing" since Governor Bryan had 
prevented him from referring to the 
receivership records, the executive 
bolstering his order by placing a 
new combination on the vault door 
and by stationing a deputy state 
sheriff on duty as guard. 


Governo'r Bryan had nothing more 


to say today concerning the contro- 
versy. His receivership division at- 
torneys, however, were preparing a 
number 'of other petitions for pre- 
sentation in the courts next week. 
Assistant Receivers to Stay. 


All of the assistant receivers, or 


special agents or the state, in charge 
of the failed banks whose transfer 
to E. H. Luikart. state commerce 
secretary, as general receiver was 
ordered by District court 'judges on 
Thursday and Fridav will remain on 
their jobs, said C. G. Stoli. chief of

Testing: Storage Battery for Trouble. 


The specific gravity of the cells 


measured by a hydrometer tells only 
the condition of the electrolyte. It 
is fair evidence under certain con- 
ditions of the state of charge, but 
by no means proof of the condition 
of charge. The voltmeter measures 
the potential at the battery term- 
inals and will quickly reveal any 
dead 
cells 
or particularly 
any 


marked difference between the volt- 
ages of" the cells. In this way it 
often leads the way to the trouble 
•where that trouble causes a drop in 
battery voltage. However, it is pos- 
sible for both voltage and gravity to 
be good and still be unable to get 
energy out of a battery as fast as i,t 
is expected. To reveal the cause of 
this defect the short circuit current 
of the battery and its cells is 
measured. 
This shows up any 


marked increase in internal resist- 
ance which would reduce the power 
output of the battery.

There are three characteristic features that sharply dislmsmMi the 


Forcing or Culbertson system In Contract Jrom other systems. I hey 
are the approach principle, the forcing princi- 
ple and the direct method for slam-bidding in 
preference to ace-showing. 
The approach principle is applied when an 


opening hand offers a choice between a suit 
as trump and no-trump. This situation arises 
frequently and in all such cases, a biddable 
suit, even if it be a four card minor is men- 
tioned first. 
• 
The forcing principle is used in opening 


trump bids of two and in forcing take-outs by 
either partner. This principle was developed in 
order that the bidding be kept unconditionally 
open by partner. The reason that the bidding 
must be kept open in these two situations is 
that in contract the game or slam must be bid 
in order to be scored. It follows then that the 
hands suitable for a forcing bid or a forcing 
take-out must be exceptionally strong. The re- 
quirements for the bidding will be given later. 
The direct method of slam bidding is a logical development of the 


showing of a definite number of tricks, these tricks to be on the de- 
fensive basis as shown in the honor-trick table. This docs away with 
the confusing convention of showing aces with an indefinite number 
cf tricks. Under the direct method the number of aces will as a rule 
be inferred from the bidding. 
One of the greatest aids in accurate inference for summing up 


the trick-taking power of the four hands is the rule of eight. The rule 
may be stated as follows: Thirteen tricks are made in the play of a 
hand by declarer and opponents. Eight of these tricks are won with 
honor cards. This leaves a balance of five to be won with lower cards. 


The rule of eight follows so obviously from the standard table of 


honor tricks that it requires little or no demonstration. 


Expert players almost without exception make constant use of this 


rule in play. Their sub-conscious reasoning has now been put m definite 
form. And any player who deals a number of hands and applies this 
practical test will be convinced of its accuracy. 


The following illustration shows a deal in which there is a total 


of 8 honor tricks for the combined hands. Other hands dealt may show 
8'= honor tricks, which is as normal as eight. Hands showing 7 or 9 
honor tricks are so exceptional as to be considered abnormal.

house construction was arranged, 
but no one bid, the owners received 
their lots again and other plans for 
a county building followed. Through 
other methods, a. court house, 12 by 
16 feet in dimensions, was built in. 
the fall, standing where the pres- 
ent building does. 
Of course, the 
usual county seat contest followed, 
with the west part of the county 
seeking honors. No site received a 
majority of the votes in the election 
and Tecumseh retained the county 
seat.Street Named for Women. 


Interesting were the streets of the 
earliest Tecumseh, •which bore the 
names of the "women folks" of the 
original owners. 
Mary. Elizabeth, 
Jane, Sarah, Eliza, Martha, Ann, 
Bloomer. Lucy. Marietta Rowenna 
and Armena "figured as thorough- 
fares until a later date and incor- 
poration, reduced them to plan 
figures. 


When the town wTls finding itself, 
a goodly portion of its business 
came from the 
freighters, who 


passed through Tecumseh on their 
way west from Nebraska City. Many 
| of the local residents earned extra 


dollars before the coming of the 
railroads by hauling between, the 
river and Beatrice. 


Back in 1859, Tecumseh cost $400. 
John W. Sayre, acting for the'Te- 
cumsch residents, under an act of 
the territorial legislature making 
the probate judge of the county in 
which the townsite has been taken.' 
the trustee, purchased the townsite 
lands from the government at the 
Brownville land office, in trust for 
the potential owners. With the ex- 
ception'of $11. contributed by John 
Mauldine. John Boulware paid all 
the costs, including the S1.25 per 
acre lor the land. The judge in the 
same vear gave deeds to those hav- 
ing legal claim and the undeeded 
portion, to Boulware. 


Population Now 1,829. 


Tlie last census gives Tecumseh a 


population of 1,829. When the site 
was purchased from the govern- 
ment, it consisted of a store, smnll 
hotel, blacksmith shop, saw mill, 
and a half dozen log cabins, some 
of which were "near" rather than 
in the town.

Here he became interested In 
botany through a friendship with 
a botanv teacher and decided- to 
start tack to school at Lincoln pre- 
paring for a career more to his 
likmtr This he did in 3907 and after 
receiving his masters' dcgr»e in 1909 
he began working for Uncle Sam— 
and working so in earnest that dur- 
ing the last ten years h" h?sn t had 
more than ten dajs off from his job

The 


rbjcciiv^ toward which he niTJ his 


assistants are now working is the 
development of a new fungicide 
which will do less damaee to apple 
trees but at the same time be more 
poisonous to the infecting fungi 
Problem Difficult. 


What makes the problem such a 


ticklish and delicate one with which 
to grapple is that both trees and 
fungi belong to the plant kingdom 
and air so much alike that it is 
highly difficult to discov er anything 
that will be food to one and poison 
to the other 
Indeed, the fungus fightcis are 


saved from defeat only by the skin ' 
of the leaves and tv>igs. for if it 
were not for thr. protective covr- 
ing of bark or epidermis, thev coulri 
scarcely 
discover 
any 
fungicide 


which would not also be destructive 
to the delicate structure of the in- 
ner plant. 
Besides his research work Dr 


Roberts is one of the editors of the 
Journal of Agricultural Research, 
which is published by the depart- 
ment of agriculture to keep thr 
various states apprised cf the latest, 
findings of agricultural research m 
other sections of the countrv 
He 


LS also on the editonal staff of 
' Phytopathogj " an international 
scientific macn-mc on plant dis- 
eases published for the information 
of scholars througnout the world.

NEW UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA FACILITIES WILL INCREASE NUMBER OF AVAILABLE BATHING PLACES IN CAPITOL CITY TO EIGHT

HATEVER good points 
its boosters mav find 


for Lincoln, they've ne\er pro- 
claimed it a summer resort. 


A very nice place to stop 


on an overland trip. For a 
glimpse of the new state- 
house, the city campus, the 
college of agriculture, or a zip 
about the boulevards, it's all 
very well. But the most en- 
thusiastic booster doesn't 


recommend it without reser- 
vations in July nad August. 


Our mountain is a roll in 


the prairie. The nearest foot- 
hills are across the state. 
Neither mad oceans nor placid 
lakes tear at our shores or 
lap on a sun-kissed beach. 


But if nature gave us sun in- 


stead of lakes, we've done our best 
to overcome the handicap. If our 
cement-surrounded waters uouldnt 
make a Lake Supeiior, thev at 
least, would make a very nice pud- 
dle if dumped into one corner. 


Announcement; of the new uni- 


versity swimming pool during the 
v.eek brought the thought that if 
Lincoln wants to swim, it can 
swirn. and so can many of its visi- 
tors. Even though v,e don't happen 
to have a vvieath of ten thousand 
lakes about the city, we have the 
magic seven public and pnvate 
pools within With the opening of 
t"he college pool, the number will 
be increased to eight. 


With the exception of the old 


Lincoln 
Sanitarium 
pool, which 


flourished in the days of ankle 
length suits m heavy flannel, the 
Y M C. A had the first pool m 
the city. Completed in 1904, the 
vouth of Lincoln had a chance to 


go pool swimming when the only 
other center had been the rather 
doubtful creek. It is tile lined, of 


i standard size. 20 by 60 feet, 
and 


was built more than a quarter of a 
centurv ago at a cost of S6.000. 
which included the lighting, plumb- 
ing, tiling, and other incidentals.

According to W. A. Luke, gen-

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suit of his work. Before he perfected his test, farm- 
ers sold milk and whether they skimmed off some of 
the cream and added water made little difference. He 
was paid for bulk delivery. A creamery might dis- 
cover It was being defrauded, but It had no recourse, 
and, likewise, a farmer had to accept the word of the 
creamery. The entire program of eliminating scrub 
cows from dairy herds and replacing them 
with 


blooded stock came after It was po&slble to determine 
butterfat. 


Dr. Babcock died a relatively poor man, because he 


made no effort to patent his device. In the latter 
years of his life, however, honors poured In upon him 
and recognition cnme to him, far beyond any finan- 
cial compensation which he might have received. The 
farmers of America owe him a debt of gratitude. 


RETROSPECTION. 


"Between the two extremes farmers made and keot 


more money than they did in any other period in the 
history of this state," Samuel R. McKelvie wrote in 
the current issue of his farm publication. 


Mr. McKelvie prefaces his comment with the state- 


ment that it would be most appreciated by those who 
lived in Nebraska during the late '80s and the '90s. 
Those were the days. They were filled with grim 
struggle and fearful poverty and yet they were sing- 
ularly happy for a generation which is now well along 
the western slope of life. ' 


Some of the troubles through which the country is 


now passing furnish a very vivid reminder of these 
earlier years. We say to ourselves and at the time that 
we utter it, we probably believe it, that the problems 
which weigh us down are the most burdensome and 
perplexing any people have been called upon to 
face. But are they? There are few years which do 
not have their emergencies. There are relatively few 
periods when every one is prosperous. Every one 
has a pocketful of money, and every one seems in- 
tent upon spending it as rapidly as he can. Strangely, 
we have no appreciation of those rare intervals and 
after the curtain has been rung down upon them, we 
have no recollection of them. They aren't worth the 
living. Things came so easily and with so little effort 
that they had little or no value after we got them. 


It is of another era in which there was a superb 


demonstration of faith, courage, and devotion, which 
Mr. McKelvie had in mind when he wrote: 


"We saw a long string of white covered wagons 


pass westward through the state in the late '80s. 
Many had gone before and we saw numbers of 
them return eastward in the early '90s. As they 
traveled toward the setting sun, their hearts were 
lull of hope and confidence. As they retraced 
their steps, they were the picture of despair. We 
recall one poor woman with two or three children 
who stopped over night at our farm. She had lost 
everything, including her husband and one or two 
children. To us, it seemed if there was a just 
God, he had overlooked these poor folk. 
"In '94, we lost our corn crop with the single 


breath of a torrid wind on a summer day. In • 
'95, wheat was so low in price that we fed it to the 
hogs. In '96, Nebraska produced the largest corn 
crop in its history, 296,000,000 bushels. The farm- 
ers sold it from 8 to 10 cents a bushel. Larger 
numbers of farmers forsook the unequal struggle, 
either from necessity or lack of courage. We re- 
call one who went to his neighbor and insisted 
upon selling his farm. It was the best farm in 
that community and is today. His neighbor did 
not want to consider buying the farm; first, be- 
cause he was out of debt ajid wanted to remain 
so, and second, because he did not want to lose 
his good neighbor. Finally, however, a deal was 
consummated and the land was sold for $25 per 
acre. That was all it was wortli then and more 
than it would have been worth if times had not 
changed. But times did change. And there was a 
day a little more than ten years ago when the 
same tract of land could have been sold for .ten 
times $25. 
"History repeats itself. No one is better aware 


of this than the rugged pioneer farmer who has 
lived through other times like the present." 


Nebraska was a new state in the '80s and even In 


the '90s. There were vast stretches of land which 
had never been turned by the plow and which did 
not boast of a single human dwelling. There was all 
of the accretion In land values to come, which today 
we may say to ourselves will not be realized because 
every acre worth tilling has been taken and put to 
cultivation. That is not an accurate statement, how- 
ever, for as long as there is a growth in population, 
there is always certain to be an increase in land 
values. Illinois and Iowa, two of the richest fanning 
states in the union, both' witnessed advancing land 
values many years after all of the available soil had 
been claimed and made to produce. The farms In 
those states became more valuable because the food 
which they would produce was in greater demand and 
there was no more land to be planted. 


If population gains continue over the next half 


century, it is certain that Nebraska farm lands will 
be worth a great deal more than they are today. 
Likewise, the experience of the farmers in the early 
'90s, who were not too heavily in debt, and who were 
in a position to take advantage of the extremely low 
prices for land and commodities, with the result 
that they found themselves -well-to-do years later, 
will be repeated. 


When we emerge from the experiences of the pres- 


ent, we shall be Infinitely the better for them. There 
is nothing easy or soft in mature, but on the con- 
trary, the law which governs her realm is harsh and 
bitter. We had lost most of the spiritual factors in 
life. We had become luxury-loving to such an ex- 
tent that we could find no happiness, even when sur- 
rounded by every comfort and convenience. We had 
too frequently lost sight of the definite goal of life 
and. as a result, had lost much of the incentive for 
r.-ork and sacrifice which form the basis of a solid, 
substantial nation. It was not humanly possible that 
any lasting contributions toward American progress 
could have come from the feverish unnatural years 
immediately following the war or the period between 
1924 and 1929. It was all too easy to make it really 
worth while. 


Some day. unannounced, the advance will get under

THE JUDGMENTS OF A DANIEL. 


"Take your pound of flesh; the law allows it and 


the court awards it," said Portia, the judicial arbitra- 
tor of Shylock's claim against Antonio. 


"A Daniel come to judgment," was Shylock's com- 


ment upon hearing this pronouncement in his favor. 


"Be careful, though, to see that not one drop of 


blood -is shed when cutting away the flesh,", warned 
Portia, "for in that case you will forfeit 
all your 


worldly possessions and your life as well." 


Thereupon Shylock decided that he didn't care to 


insist upon explicit performance of the contract. 


If one were looking for a modern parallel to this 


incident In Shakespeare's famous play, he might find 
it in the opinion given by Attorney General Sorensen 
replying to a query by C. G. Bliss, whom Governor 
Bryan seeks to oust as receiver for a large number of 
state banks. 


"Am I the receiver, or am I not?" Bliss Inquires, in 


effect. "And if I am, does anyone else have authority 
to name my assistants and take charge of the rec- 
ords? Will I be liable on my bond if I consent to 
have the governor select my attorneys and assistants, 
if losses should result from carelessness and negli- 
gence on their part?" 


"Most assuredly you are the receiver," 
Sorensen 


answers, "and as such receiver you are responsible 
for all records, books and assets of failed banks. You 
would be liable on your bond if you allowed employes 
picked for you by the governor to waste and dissipate 
any such assets. However, the law says that the sec- 
retary of trade and commerce shall be the receiver of 
failed banks. 
When he makes application to the 


courts to have you discharged as receiver and himself 
appointed, that settles your hash." 


Which affords very little comfort to Mr. Bliss in 


his effort to hold on. 


Also, there is the question of assessing for taxation 


the bonds belonging to local people which were stolen 
in the Lincoln National bank robbery last September 
and have not .since been recovered. It seems like ad- 
ding insult to injury to assess these securities to their 
nominal owners, who no longer have possession of 
them and may never get them back. 


But the wisdom of Nebraska's 
official legal ex- 


pounder matches this delicate situation as completely 
as did that of Portia in her interpretation of Shy- 
lock's contract with Antonio. 


"By all means," says he, "the stolen bonds should 


be listed as holdings of their rightful owners. The 
mere fact that they have disappeared and their 
whereabouts is unknown makes no difference as to 
the ownership;,' and under the law all 
intangible 


property is subject to taxation. 


"The taxable value, of course," (note the subtle hu- 


mor of this) "is the price at which the owners could 
sell them without being able to make actual delivery 
or give a warranted title." 


That ruling hurts nobody. It upholds the law, but 


takes no drop of blood from the dispossessed citizen. 


Who said that twentieth century jurisprudence is 


less efficient than that which prevailed during the 
middle ages? 


PROFESSOR GRUMMANN LEAVES. 


There :'V.the loss of more than a valuable teacher 


in the announcement that Prof. Paul Grummann, 
head of the school of fine arts of the University of 
Nebraska, was leaving to accept directorship of the 
Joslyn Memorial In Omaha.

ard the department which he headed will not be fully 
recognized for some years. He has done much to 
stimulate and Inspire cultural progress in the state.

Unless famous paintings in 
themselves could enrich and beautify life of today, 
they were valueless. The Joslyn Memorial building 
presents one of the most beautiful interiors to be 
found any place in the United S'.V.tes. It will. Pro- 
fessor Grummann hopes, become one of the cultural 
centers of the central west. The directors of the 
Memorial made a wise choice In selecting Professor 
Grummann for the post. Technically, he la splen- 
didly equipped for it and, what is more, he has the 
temperament to do an exceptionally fine piece of 
work for the citizens of Omaha and people of Ne- 
braska.

ishing in this country. Some of the frauds are re- 
touched and faked arrow points, counterfeit ceremo- 
nial crooks, bogus Indian vessels, soapstone carvings 
in Imitation of aboriginal work and Azetc gods that 
were not carved 1.000 years ago as the sellers claim- 


In Europe the antique jewelery, old prints and 


paintings, Egyptian scarabs, Grecian vases, Italian. 
mosaics. French "first editions" and other such tour- 
ist delights which are the stock in trade lor foreign 
visitors. It is possible to buy "antiques" ol whatever 
period the tourist desires and almost at whatever 
price he desires. All one has to do Is to notify the 
dealer in advance of what is wanted, hell see that it's 
"as:ed'' properly.

The Remedy. 


LINCOLN, Neb., July 9. 
To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 
The government should take over 
he banking system. This is abso- 
utely essential. It is more Impor- 
ant than its having taken over the 
wstal business. 
If it were now submitted to the 


people to take the government out 
of the postal business, the carrying 
of the mails, and turning it over to 
private individuals and corporations, 
here would be a unanimous vote to 
eave the government in charge of it. 


And, on the government taking 


charge of the banking business after 
a trial of it. the people -would be 
universally in favor of that system. 
With the states of the union 


divided into banking districts, with 
a population in each, district of ap- 
jroximately 12,000 people, say from 
10,000 to 15,000 people there should 
5e one bank in each district owned 
>y the federal government—no other 
ranking permitted. 
There are now about 30000 banks 
in the TJn'ited States. This would 
Deduce the number of banks by 
three times, about 10,000 banks in- 
stead of 30,000. In towns where 
there are now three banks there 
would be one bank. And in cities 
of large population there would be 
one bank to approximately 12,000 
poeple, the city divided into bank- 
ing districts, making it convenient 
to the people to go to and from 
their bank. 
There -would be no bank failures. 


There -will have come an end to 
bank failures and the huge losses 
in the aggregate that the people 
have suffered therebv. No one would 
hesitate to use the banks, as they 
•would belong to the government 
and the failure of its banks would 
be Impossible. Absolute confidence 
in banking -would exist. 
As monev and its circulation Is 
essential to" the functioning and ex- 
istence of a government it is a 
logical conclusion that the govern- 
ment Itself should o^rn and control 
the banking system. Banks are nec- 
essary for the transaction and 
carrying on of business, for safe 
deocsitories of the people and the 
collection of checks drawn on banks 
at a distance. Money and its check 
representative should circulate like 
the shuttles in a loom, weaving to- 
gether the woof and the warp ol 
cloth, -with every facility and no 
embarrassment or tribute to be paid 
therefor for the circulation of these 
shuttles in the financial loom. And 
a bankine system is necessary. 
Our forefathers understood this. 
in part, when they provided for the 


coinage of 
and

of the government—ihe people—*he 


who "brought the metal to the 
mints, the money going into circu- 
ation without any interest 
or 


tribute to be paid therefor. And by 
act of congress they made 
all 


foreign silver coins in circulation in 
the United States legal tender 
money. 


The same principle lor the gov- 
ernment to provide for money and 
its circulation applies to all money, 
whether gold and silver or paper 
money to be made and put into 
circulation at the expense of the 
government—the people. 


As we will see, this expense is In- 
linitesimally small as compared with 
;he expense the people are now sub- 
jected to, to put a circulating 
medium into circulation. And the 
system we now have is a poisonous 
one that will work ruin, and destruc- 
tion to the government, the people 
and civilization it permitted to con- 
tinue; 
' 
The cost of conducting the pres- 
ent 30,000 banks is approximately 
three times as much as it will cost 
to conduct 10,000 banks belonging to 
the government. And the people are 
paying this expense of conducting 
the 30,000 banks, in interest on 
money and credit, their poisonous 
substitute for money the people 
borrow. And additional to this ex- 
pense, they are paying an average 
6 per cent dividend and an average 
10 per cent to the surplus of the 
capital stock .of all these 30,000 
banks. An amount, dividends and 
surplus, amounting to about 16 per 
cent of their capital stock. 
It will not cost by about one-half 
as much to run the .government 
banks, as it Is costing to run the 
postal department. The postal de- 
partment is now costing about 600 
million dollars anually. which In- 
cludes the railway mail service on 
all railroads in the United States, 
trucks in the cities carrying the 
mail to and from the depots aboul 
10,000 rural mail carriers, and as 
many or more letter carriers in the 
towns and cities. The office force 
of the 10,000 government banks will, 
probably, not be more in number 
than the office force In all the 
post offices. 
The report of the comptroller ol 
the treasury shows that the loans 
by the banks is now averagine as 
much as 45 billion collars, on which 
the people are paying an average 
of 6 per cent, or two billion 70( 
million dollars annually- 
Out of 
this two billion 700 million dollars 
the banks are paying, additional to 
their dividends and surplus, the ex- 
pense of conducting their banks 
All expense, dividends and surplus 
coming off the people. 
And. additional to this, the peopl 
are paying Interest to other moner 
lenders for an enormous amoun 
for -which they have Issued bond. 
•and mortgages'and other evidences

CRUSOE DREAM OF 


OCEAN TRAVEL IS 
CHANGED BY RADIO 
NEW YORK, July 11—(I. N. S.) 


—The old idea was that to get a 
well-earned rest from the cares and 
work of business one had to 
cut 


himself completely oil from home 
and office by taking a sea trip. This 
recipe has had to be taken in re- 
cent years with at least a grain of 
salt. With the radio news on snap 
board there has been a 
contact 


with the mainland which has some- 
what changed the Robinson Crusoe 
dieam ol isolation. 


And now comes the picture in re- 


verse. Throughout an entire across- 
the-Pacific voyage of the S. S. Ma- 
lolo, from San Francisco to Hono- 
lulu, a series of broadcasts will be 
sent out over the Pacific coast net- 
work of the National Broadcasting 
company. 


The first will be heard Monday 
morning from 8 to 9 o'clock, Pacific 
time (10 to 11 o'clock central time.) 
Seven similar broadcasts will follow 
at the same hour during the ship's 
round trip, and while the voyagers 
are lolling in Honolulu there will 
be three Hawaiian schedules. 


The broadcast is made possible by 
special short wave equipment in- 
stalled aboard the Maolol and lic- 
ensed by the federal radio commis- 
sion.

The waves "ill be 
gicked up cither at Point Royes, 
al., or Koko Head, near Honolulu,

Engineers Predict New Pipeless Organ 


Will Become Standard Radio Equipment: 


O 


NCE again science directs a 


knockout blow at the age-old 


dogma that seeing is believing. En- 
gineers of the National Broadcast- 
ing company predict that a new 
musical device, hn electrically op- 
crated plpeless organ, will ulti- 
mately become standard equipment 
in every broadcasting studio. 


This "instrument was introduced 


to the world in a special broad- 
cast over an NBC network recently. 
Charles H. Courboin, former or- 
ganist of the Antwerp cathedral 
of Belgium and now organist of 
the 
aristocratic 
Church of 
the 


Resurrection. Rye. N. Y.. sat at an 
ordinary organ console and let Ins 
fingers play over the keys and 
stops as the music of Handel's 
"Largo" emanated in response from 
a battery of thirteen radio speakers 
impanelled in two hall doorways 
nearby. A microphone picked up 
these musical sound waves and 
tranbmitted them over a nation- 
wide network. 
The organ is the development of 
Captain Richard H. Ranger, con- 
sulting engineer of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America and inventor 
of devices for sending pictures by 
wireless. He served in the United 
States signal 
corps 
during 
the 


World war. 
Organ Built in Home. 
The entire organ has been con- 
structed by Captain Ranger in his 
modest home on the outskirts of 
Newark, N. J. The device consists 
of 
the 
console, the 
battery of 
speakers and a maze of orderly ar- 
ranged wires, vacuum tubes, ampli- 
fiers and fuses. Only the console 
and speakers are in the house. The 
remaining apparatus occupies half 
of an ordinary garage in the back- 
yard. 
Captain Ranger's organ operates 


on electrical impulses produced by 
a controlled alternating current. 
The tones are produced electrically 
with precision and accuracy through 
the medium of tuning forks, light 
choppers and photo-electric cells. 
By mixing these tones in proper 
proportion the tonal quality of any 
instrument known by man can be 
reproduced in a more scientific 
manner than can be done by a 
pipe organ. Not only can a device 
of this type perform the functions 
of a pipe organ but it almost 
equals a symphony orchestra in 
range. Considerable expansion will 
be necessary 
before all this is 


achieved, however. 
The organ has a range from six- 
teen cycles, or the lowest pedal 
note (C), to nine octaves above, or 
8 000 cycles, which is two octaves 
above a standard organ. The In- 
strument operates on 220 volts, has 


Captain Richard H. Ranger, Inventor of devices for sending pictures 


by wireless, is shown examining the many mechanisms which, when 
vibrated from the keyboard of his console by remote control, reproduce 
by electricity any sound that can be maflc by a violin, piano, organ, or 
flute. Without the use of a microphone these musical notes can be 
broadcast directly to radio listeners in the form of a solo, concert or 
even a symphony. 


150 tubes, 50,000 circuits, and 900 
relays similar to a small telephone 
exchange system. It is most note- 
worthy that several consoles may 
be connected to the same electrical 
apparatus and be played simul- 


taneously as separate organs, or 
together, as may be desired. A 
broadcasting station may install a 
console in each studio to require 
only one mechanical set for the 
entire station.

job for any woman—stepping 
into the home of a man who 
has been married before, and 
attempting 'to win the lovs 
and respect of his children.

deavor to give the new wife of their 
father a square deal. 


Children are naturally selfish, as 


a rule, and cannot be expected to 
take a mature view of things. 


It is really largely up to the fath- 
er. Unless he is certain he can in- 
fluence his children to regard the 
newcomer in the home with kindly 
eyes, to recognize her efforts 
to 
please them instead of assuming an 
antagonistic attitude toward her as 
an interloper, he should not marry.

Dear Minerva: On reading a let- 


ter from one of ycur correspond- 
ents, I am moved to say a word for 
the much maligned step-mother. 
One would think, from the letters 
I read about them, all that a woman 
in that unfortunate position lacks 
of being a fiend incarnate is a pair 
of horns and the other cloven ap- 
pendage that is usually ascribed to 
His Satanic Majesty. 


But just let me tell you that 
many a good man and many 
an 
honest, well-intentioned woman are 
living alone and very lonely.because 
of the attitude of their children to 
a step-parent. It works both ways. 
If there are children on either side, 
and there usually are, a widow or 
widower who marries a second time 
simply bids for all kinds of trouble 
unless 
both of them have 
the 
strength of character to take their 
stand and keep it. But seldom we 
do both have that. I was left alone 
•and supported them until they were 
both grown because I dreaded the 
possible consequences of a second 
marriage. Then I listened to a man 
who had lost his wife and who bad 
promised me everything a woman 
could ask. I had workd hard long 
enough, he told me; I ought to have 
a home and a husband to-look after 
me. He told me what a wonderful 
home he had to offer me and when 
I asked him about his children, five 
of them, all grown but one, he«as- 
sured me that they were not only 
willing but anxious for him 
to 


marry again, as the daughters were 
tired of the responsibility of 
the 
home. I told him I did not feel that 
I could do the work in such a home 
and with such a family to look after 
and he assured me that he had al- 
ways kept a good maid and always 
expected to keep one. He lived in a 
small town a short distance 
from 


the city and I did not go out there 
on a tour of inspection before we 
were married because I felt that it 
would be rather embarrassing to me 
and also to his children. I made in- 
quiries, however, and everything I 
heard was in his favor. He had been 
mayor of the town for several terms, 
had grown up there and had many 
friends, and I was told he had one 
of the finest homes in town. 


I left "a good position and mar- 
ried him and this fc what I found 
when I arrived at my new home. A 
big barn of a house with scarcely 
enough furniture to make it look as 
if it were occupied at all and what 
furniture there was was" old, cheap 
stuff, most of what he had bought 
nearly thirty years before when he 
married his first wife. 
The linen 
supply consisted of half a 
dozen 


ragged sheets, three towels and one 
colored tablecloth with everything 
else to correspond. There 
wasn't 
even a broom with straws longer 
than my finger in all that big, 
eleven room house. Can you imagine 
how my heart sank when I saw 
what I had walked into? This man 
had represented to me that he was 
earning a big salary, owned hund- 
reds of acres of farm land and in 
fact was very well fixed and amply 
able to take care of a wife in good 
style. In 
fact he had 
often re- 
marked that the women of his town 
were good dressers and he wanted 
his wife to be the best dressed 
woman in town. 
He ha"d told me that his eldest 
daughter was ailing, but I 
was 


hardly prepared for what I found— 
a girl of twenty-two in the last 
stages of tuberculosis for me to take 
care of. None of the children had 
even respectable clothes and I al- 
most literally took off my.hat and 
sat down to.the sewing machine to 
make them some. No woman ever 
went into anything with better in- 
tentions or with a firmer determin- 
•aticn to make the best of a bad 
bargain than I did. And to what 
end? They dismissed the maid the 
very next day after my arrival. The 
daughters resented my being there, 
although they had never had any- 
thing like the comforts I prepared 
for them with my own hands. The 
married daughter, I found, was par- 
ticularly bitter about her father's 
marriage, purely on account of his 
property, and did everything 
she 


could to poison the younger ones 
against me. I was criticised and be- 
rated for buying a new broom, 
a 


flour sifter and a few such necessit- 
ies for the kitchen. My new hus- 
band complained of the 
expense 
when I bought berries and canned 
them. I heard from the children 


that no one could take their moth- 
er's place. I was spending 
money 
she had helped to earn, etc.—the 
same old song. I wasn't trying to 
fill her place. I was trying: with all 
there was in me to fill a place of 
my own, and was it my fault that 
their n:other did not live to spend 
the money she had helped earn. 
Indeed, many times I wished I could 
exchange places with her and 
be 
where she was, beyond such petty 
strife ana where money it not even 
known. 


Not to continue an 
unpleasant 
tale, the 
husband died two years 


after we were married. And now 
I am alone again and alone I shall 
remain. Almost any man of the age 
I would marry has • been married 
before ana ninety per cent of them 
have children and never again will 
I put myself in the position of step- 
mother to a bunch of 
impudent 
children who co..ld see 
nothing 


good in me because of.my 
being 
that most despised of all creatures, 
a "stepmother."—A STEPMOTHER.

'Newly Married." 
He says that 
many older men tell him 'it is lots 
cheaper in the end to rent, yet he 
has the desire for a home all his 
own. I think his desire is a good 
one. Owning your own home is a 
good stabilizer, and creates a firm 
foundation for the building of that 
home. Renters are much more like- 
ly to become transients and float- 
ers and do not settle down into be- 
coming good and steady citizens.
